London, May 20The German raid 
last night over London and its envi­ 
rons, was the most exciting that Lon­ 
don has ever experienced. 
Several 
German machines flew over London. 
Although they kept at a great height 
their motors were plainly heard on 
the streets. At one point the corres­ 
pondent for the 
Associated 
Press 
viewed the spectacle, while the noise 
of the engines was 
plainly audible. 
The anti-aircraft guns blazed away 
with a concentrated fire. This unus­ 
ually heavy barrage kept the Gothas 
from reaching their objective. 
Terhaps the most 
dramatic mo­ 
ment came when the distant hum of 
one German machine changed to 
a 
splutter and then ceased. The plane 
was seen to burst into names. It was 
a calm, summerlike night. Four of 
the raiders fell before the defenses 
Of London. The moon shone brightly 
as the raiders crossed the southeast 
portion of the island and headed for 
the metropolis. The usual 
yarnings 
were given promptly and the people 
all reached shelter. 
The air raid was probably the most 
ambitious 
ever 
undertaken. 
The 
number of craft taking part in 
the 
raid is not known 
but the number 
was greater than usual. Excent 
for 
brief pauses, the 
anti-aircraft guns 
blazed awav with terrific concentra­ 
tion for more than two hours. 
The enemy planes flew at a greaf 
beiirht, the majority of them about 


1 2 .0 0 ft feet. They 
dropped several 
bombs. 
Thousands of persons experienced 
thotr first raid They were from var­ 
ious points in England. Scotland and 
ales, who took advantage Wof Whit- 
sundav holidav to visit London.

B y A sso cia ted P ress L e a se d W ire 
Washington, May 20— The Amer­ 
ican Red Cross, the n atio n ’s official 
mercy organization, launches today 
its second drive for a $100,9 00,000 
war fund. 
With its appeal for subscriptions 
sanctioned and endorsed 
by Presi­ 
dent Wilson, the cabinet, 
General 
Pershing, Vice Admiral 
Sims, Car- 
Gibbons and other prom inent A m er­ 
icans, the Red Cros sras set in m o­ 
tion its vast machinery of 20,000,- 
000 members in an intensice 
cam ­ 
paign of one week 
to obtain funds 
necessary for the maintenance 
and 
ex pansion of a great sy stem of relief 
work overseas and at home. 
Emphasizing that the W ar C<—-Til 
has “ faithfully and economically a d ­ 
ministered the people’s trust," P re s ­ 
ident Wihjon, in his recent procla­ 
mation announcing tre drive, pointed 
out that the war fund raised in 19 17 
needed replenishing in order to care 
“ for the welfare of the men in our 
military and naval forces, and 
for 
those dependent upon them, and for 
the y et more urgent necessities 
of 
our allies, military and civilian, who 
have long borne the brunt 
of 
tre 
war." 
Contributions to the war fund are 
described by the president as 
“ the 
discovery of new opportunities 
of 
helpfulness under conditions which 
translate opportunity into duty .” 
Last y e a r ’s fund easily was raised 
and the campaign to treble the m e m ­ 
bership went over tre 
top with 
a 
rush, so national officials of the o r ­ 
ganization now maintain a justifiable 
confidence in the willingness of the 
American people to respond again to 
the plea for subscriptions. 
Since the first band of American 
workers sailed last June, the 
Red 
Cross lias built up a sy stem of 
re­ 
lief that ex tends from tre home sta ­ 
tions of the destroy ed fleets on the 
Irish coast down to the battle lines 
in northern Italy . Vast sums of m on­ 
ey have been entrusted to the A m er­ 
ican commissions, but the ex pendi­ 
tures have effected a full measure of 
relief. 
Moreover, the generosity of the 
American people as ex pressed in the 
resdiness of the Red Cross represen­ 
tatives to devote time and money un 
sparingly in an effort to relieve the 
distress of both the military 
and 
civilian population, has imbued 
in 


the war-scarred people of Europe an 
enduring love and respect for 
this 
nation. 
it is in France, the land that has 
suffered most from Prussian barbar­ 
ity , that the accom plishments of the 
Red Cross are the most prominent. 
Headed by J a m es H. P erkins of New 
York, a g re a t mercy organization has 
been built up, consisting of 
2,000 
American m en and women. 
A vast 
number a r e unpaid, while the others 
receive only enoug hto meet simple 
living ex penses. 
With General P e r s ri n g ’s 
Ex pedl- 
! tionary Forces the closest touch 
Is 
kept through divisional and regimen 
tal officers, while representatives of 
the D epartm en t of Information and 
Casualties and the D epartm ent 
of 
Home Service are in 
constant con­ 
tact with the men w hetrer 
in the 
hospital, training camp or the field. 
Rest stations and canteens are oper- 
ated by American women have been 
established along the lines of com­ 
munication, and 
emergency 
needs 
for hospital supplies, 
drugs 
and 
comforts readily are supplied from 
warehouses maintained at strategic 
points along the line. 
“To the civilian soldiers in France 
the message of Am eric a’s friendship 
ahs been carried In countless way s” 
declares Eliot W adsworth, 
of 
the 
W a r Council, who has just returned 
fro ma three m onths' 
observation 
trip in Europe. “Supplies for thous­ 
ands of hospitals; rest and food for 
hundreds of soldiers at railroad junc 
tions; food, clothing and transporta­ 
tion for refugees driven from their 
homes, an d a helping hand in 
their 
housing an d the beginning again of 
! their housekeeping are a few of th<* 
activities.’* 
With a vision tha t has^ distinguish 
ed its w ork since A m erica’s entrance 
into the war, the Red Cross alreday 
has established at Berne, 
Switzer­ 
land, large 
warehouses 
containing 
supplies of food and clothing for Am 
ericans in German 
prison 
camps. 
Packages for the prisoners are being 
sent 
forw ard, 
un d er 
arrangem ent 
with the German government, 
and 
through Red Cross channels 
there 
< comes practically the only 
official 
inform ation concerning those Ameri­ 
cans who have fallen into 
German 
hands. 
Supplementary to its jjther activi­ 
ties is a campaign of the Red Cross 


to combat the ravages of tuberculo­ 
sis in France. Every protection is be­ 
ing given the dependents of men at 
the front, and special efforts 
are 
made to effect a recovery In cases of 
those soldiers who have become sub­ 
ject to the disease as a result of the 
long detention in prison camps. 
In England the British Red Cross 
has carried on a splendid work since 
the beginning of the war. However, 
the American organization has 
con­ 
tributed from the W a r fund 
more 
than two and a quarte r million dol­ 
lars for British relief. The Ameirean 
commission in London looks out for 
the welfare of American troops who 
stop over in the metropolis en'i'oute 
to the front, while American troops 
in training camps or hospitals 
In 
England are carefully attended to by 
the British organization. 
American relief in Belgium 
has 
been conspicuous since the violation 
of the nation by Von K luck’s hordes, 
but the work of caring for the civil­ 
ian population, driven into northern 
France, continues under direction of 
the Commission 
located at Havre, 
the temporary seat 
of„the Belgian 
government. In closest co-operation 
with ex isting committee^ and artfiy 
authorities, the Red Crgps 
through 
donations of food, clothes and com­ 
forts, is endeavoring to alleviate the 
sufferings of countless men, women 
and children. 
In Italy the work closely parallels 
that done in other allied countries. 
The regular tasks, incident to 
the 
relief effort in a belligerent 
land, 
were increased trem endously by the 
disastrous retreat from 
the Isenza 
front a y ear ago. Thousands of ref­ 
ugees streamed across the plains of 
northern Italy with little or no m o n ­ 
ey and with a few’ household belong­ 
ings snatched from their firesides as 
they fled before the Austro-German 
advance. American ambulance 
sec­ 
tions aided in the work of caring for 
the wounded, wrhile Red Cross w ork­ 
ers established rest stations and can­ 
teens where the immediate needs of 
thousands were met. Since AeP re­ 
treat, the American Red Cross has 
been active in providing shelter and 
sustenance for the 
needy families 
who have been forced to leave their 
homes in the north. 
A recapitulation 
fo the ex pendi­ 
tures made from last 
y ear’s 
war 
fund shows tha t $30,9 36 .108 
was 
spent in France; $2,08 6 ,131 In Bel­ 
gium; $4,58 8 ,8 26 in Italy ; $1,206 ,- 
9 06 in R oum ania; $8 9 4,58 0 in Ser­ 
bia; $3.26 0,230 in Grea.t 
Britain; 
$4,476 ,300 for other foreign relief 
work, and $9 ,723,123 for American 
needs overseas and at home.

I do not k now ju st what I 
after this. 
Bu t it changed mo 
arou nd, and I was not lik e my u su al 
self du ring the rest of the time. 
It was still raining 
when 
we 
started on ou r way to the front line. 
Along the road were nu mbers of 
troops scoffing, 
and 
among 
them 
Indian troops on sentry du ty. They 
look ed lik e a bu nch of frozen t u r ­ 
nips, cool and u ncomfortable. 
We 
were close enou gh to m ak e the roar 
of the cannonading seem intolerably 
lou d, and—roxild 
see the bu rsting 
shells, particu larly those from the 
British ships. 
Then we came across some T u rk ­ 
ish prisoners, who were sheltering 
in an old barn, 1 gu ess it was, and 
They told u s that their troops were 
very tired from long fighting, bu t 
that they had plenty of men. They 
said a cou ple of shells had dropped 
abou t a 
hu ndred yards from 
the 
barn ju st before we came, so w'e 
k new the batteries were trying to 
get ou r range, and we did not stay 
any longer, 
bu t went away from 
there and on ou r road. 
Abou t 500 yards farther on, we 
came to a ru ins, and when we went 
inside, we fou nd fifty or sixty of 
ou r boys cook ing and sleeping and 
not giving a thou ght to the shells 
or shrapnel. 
The 
mu les 
ou tside 
were banging away at the hay, as 
thou gh there never had been a war 
in the world. 
There was no shell 
made that cou ld bu dge them u way 
from that hay u nless it hit them. 
Then along came a cart mak ing 
a lot of rack et. One of the fellows 
in it had half of his face shot away 
and was all bandaged u p, hu t he was 
trying to sing and lau gh ju st the 
same, as the rest were doing. They 
were Anzacs, and wrere pretty badly 
shot u p. 
The word “ Anzac,” as you probably 
k now, is made from the initials of 
the Au stralian and 
New 
Zealand 
Army Corps. 
They had a regu lar 
town called Anzac on the Peninsu la. 
At Su vla Bay and arou nd (¡aba Tepe, 
the Anzacs got farther into the T u rk ­ 
ish lines than any other u nit of the 
Allied armies. 
They were wonderfu l 
fighters. 
By this time, the Tu rns were m a k ­ 
ing an attack , and all you cou ld see 
to the front was one long line of 
smok e and 
spou ting earth. 
Then 
ou r gu ns started, and the noise was 
deafening. 
It was worse than in the 
tu rrets aboard ship du ring an en­ 
gagement. 
My head rang for days 
after we left the Dardanelles. 
The Tu rk s were getting a better 
idea of ou r range now, and shells 
were falling pretty close to u s, bu t 
finally, wre tore in with the 14-inch 
naval? and ripped u p three of their 
batteries. 
In the lu ll that followed 
we made good time and reached ou r 
front line positions at Sedd-el-Bahr 
du ring the afternoon. 
The next morning we made ou r 
first attack . 
I had had a bad night 
of it, think ing abou t Mu rray, and 
when the time came, there never was 
a chap more glad to charge and get 
a chance at t lie enemy with a bayo­ 
net than I was. 


single-handed. 
These fellows were 
armed 
with 
everything you cou ld 
think of, and a whole lot more that 
you cou ld not dream abou t in 
a 
nightmare. 
It. u sed to remind me of 
a trial I saw in New York once, where 
the police had raided a yeggm en’s 
flop and had all their weapons in the 
cou rtroom as exhibits. 
The moppers-u p were heeled with 
stick s, clu bs, shillelahs, black -jack s, 
two-handed 
cleavers, 
axe.-’, 
trench j 
k nives, poniards, u p to date toma­ 
hawk s, brass k nack s, slu ng shots — 
anything that was ever invented for 
crashing a man with. 1 gu ess, except 
f ire a r m s ^ These 
k nock -down-drag- 
ou t artists follow the riflemen very 
closely. 
Their job was to tak e care 
of ail the Tu rk s who cou ld not es­ 
cape, and wou ld not su rrender. 
There a re lots of men in any army 
who will not su rrender, bu t 1 think 
probably there were more T u rk s of 
that gameness 
than 
men in most i 
other armies. 
I have heard that it is 
part of their religion that a man. if 
lie dies fighting, goes to a very spe­ 
cially fancy heaven, with plenty to 
eat and smok e. 
And 1 su ppose if In* 
su rrenders, they believe he will be 
pu t in the black gang, stok ing for 
eternity down below. 
It was awfu lly 
hot at the Dardanelles, and 1 gu ess 
the Tu rk s did not want it any hotter, 
for very few of them ever s u r re n­ 
dered, and the trench cleaners had < 
\ lot to do. 
Their job is really impor 
tant, for it is dangerou s 
to 
have 
grou ps of th<* enemy alive and k ick ­ 
ing arou nd In their trenches after 
you have passed. 
Almost every pris­ 
oner we took was wou nded. 
The one thing tha t 1 do not lik e 
to have people ask me is, “How does 
it feel to k ill a m a n? ” and I think 
the other boys fee! the same w'ay 
abou t it. 
It is not a thing,you lik e 
to talk abou t or think abou t either. 
Bu t t hi s . t i m e at “ V” Beach, when 
we got past the first and second Tu rk 
trenches and were at. work on the 
third, I do not mind saying tha t I 
was glad whenever I slipped my bayo­ 
net into a Tu rk , and more glad when 
I saw another one coming. 
I gu ess 
I saw- red all right. 
Each time I 
thou ght. “ Maybe you are the one 
who did for poor old Mu rray.” And 
I cou ld 
see 
Mu rray as he look ed, 
when they took him down from the 
storehou se wall. 
Then I wou ld stick 
another one. 
The others from the Cassard were 
red-hot too, and they went at the 
T u rk s 
in 
great style. 
There was 
nothing to complain abou t 
in the 
way they fou ght, bu t I wished that 
we had had a few more boys from 
the Foreign Legion with u s. 
I think 
w'e 
wou ld 
have 
gone 
clear 
on 
throu gh to Constantinople, 
Bu t the Tu rk s were not as bad as 
Fritz. 
They were ju st as good or 
better as fighters, and a whole lot 
whiter. 
Often, when we were frying 
in the trenches and not a drop or 
water was 
to 
be had, something 
wou ld land on the grou nd nea r u s 
and there wou ld be a water bottle, 
fu ll. 
Sometimes they almost bom­ 
barded u s with bottles. 
Then, too, 
they wou ld not fire on the Red Cross 
as the Germans do: they wou ld hold 
their fire many times when we were 
ou t pick ing u p ou r wou nded. 
Sev­ 
eral times they dragged ou r w ou nd­ 


u p hanging over my back , so that 1 
cou ld hold his wou nded leg on, and 
started back . 
There were ou ly one 
or two of ou r men left between the 
trenches. Ou r machine gu ns were at 
it hard, and the Tu rk s were firing 
and booming at fu ll speed. 
I had not gone more than two or 
three paces when I came across a n­ 
other of ou r men, wou nded in sev­ 
eral places, and groaning avvav at a 
great rate, Phillippe Pierre was not 
saying a word, hu t the other chap 
did enou gh for the two of them. One 
wou nded man was all I cou ld m a n­ 
age, with my rifle and pack , over the 
rou gh grou nd and the barbed wire 
I had to go throu gh. Ho I told this 
fellow, whose name i cannot rem em ­ 
b e r- I never did k now him very well 
— that i wou ld come back for him, 
and went on. 
i almost fell several 
times, bu t managed to get throu gh 
safely and rolled over ou r parapet 
with Phillippe Pierre. They started 
the lad 
back in a stretcher right 
away. 
When 
I saw him again h.* 
gave me a little box as a sou venir, 
bu t I have lost it. 
The Tu rk s had not got very far 
with their cou nter-attack , 
becau se 
we were able to get ou r barrage go­ 
ing in time to check them. Bu t they 
were still ou t in front of their tren­ 
ches when I started back after the 
other garby. I was not exactly afraid 
as 1 crawled along searching for the 
other man, bu t I was very thirsty 
and 
nerv o us for fear ou r barrage 
wou ld begin again or the machine 
gu ns cu t loose. 
After what seemed 
a long time, ( came u pon a wou nded 
man, bu t. he was not the one I was 
after. 
I thou ght abou t a bird in the 
hand, etc.. and was ju st starting to 
pick this chap u p when a shell bu rst 
almost on u s and k nock ed me two or 
three feet away, 
it is a wonder it 
did not k ill both of u s, bu t neifher 
of u s were hu rt. 
I thou ght the tire 
wou ld get heavier then, so I dragged 
the other chap into one of two holes 
made by the shell. 
Some pieces of 
the shell had stu ck into the dirt in 
the hole, and they were still hot. 
Also, there was a sort of gas there 
that hu ng arou nd for several m in­ 
u tes. bu t it wms not very bad. 
The man 
began 
talk ing to me. 
and he said it was an honor to lie 
on the field of battle with a leg shot 
off and dead men piled all abou t 
you , and some not dead bu t groan-

Here Zero is u nderstood, the 
first figu res standing for minu tes and 
the others for seconds. 
It might tak e 
several hou rs to carry ou t the pro­ 
gram, bu t everything is laid ou t to 
an exact schedu le. 
I was in the sixth Ime of the third 
wave of attack , and Zero was 4:30 
a. m. 
Whistles were to be the signal 
for Zero, and wre were to walk to 
the first line Tu rk ish trench. 
As we 
came ou t, ou r barrage fire wou ld be 
bu rsting fifty yards ahead of u s, and 
wou ld lift twenty-five yards every 
ten seconds. 
Ou r stu nt was to tak e 
advantage of it withou t walk ing into 
it. 
No one man can see all of an at­

grand attack s and many minor ones, 
so I k now in a general way what 
they are lik e.

grenadiers,

they

pick ed for size as the old King's 
Grenadiers u sed to be. 
They are de­ 
ployed in sk irmish formation, which 
means that every man is three yards 
from the next. 
They are armed only 
with grenades, bu t you can 
from me, that is enou gh! 
the m come two lines, also in sk ir­ 
mish formation, and armed with m a­ 
chine gu ns and grenade rifles

first men on the left carry machine 
gnu s, then come three rifle grena­ 
diers. and 
then 
another machine 
gu n and so on down the length of 
the line. 
After these come two lines 
u f riflemen with fixed bayonets. 
Then come the trench-cleaners, or 
moppers-u p. as we called them. They 
were some gang, believe me. 
Im ag­ 
ine a team of ru gby players spread 
ou t in 
two lines - o nl y with hu n­ 
d red s of men on the team instead of 
eleven, and each man a hu sk y, ca pa ­ 
ble Of handling a baby grand piano 


get it too, which was something I 
had never thou ght mu ch ab ou t be­ 
fore.

Limeys, Anzacs and Poilu s. 
One night w hile we were expecting 
an attack , the word 
was 
passed 
down the line to have the wire cu t­ 
ters ready, and to u se bayonets only 
for the first part of the attack , for 
we were to try and tak e the first 
enemy trench by su rprise. The first 
trench was only abou t eighty yards 
away. 
Ou r big gu ns opened u p, and 
at Zero we climbed ou t, and followed 
the cu rtain of fire too closely, it 
seemed to me. 
Bu t the barrage stopped too soon, 
were plenty of T u rk s left. We were 
half wmy across when they saw u s, 
and they began banging away at u s 
very hard. 
They pou nded at u s as 
we came on u ntil we were given the 
order to retire, almost as we were 
on the m — what was left of u s. 
As we tu rned and started back , 
tak e it j thP Tu rk s 
ru shed ou t to cou nter- 
Behind a t tack 
u s, the first of them bu sy 
with bombs. 
Then I tripped over 
something and rolled arou nd a w hile, 
and then saw it was Phillippe Pierre. 
His left leg was dangling, cloth and 
flesh and all shot away, and the leg 
hanging to the rest of hint by a 
shred. 
Two or three of ou r men. 
who were on their way back to ou r 
trenches, tripped over me as I tried 
to get u p, and then a shell exploded 
nearby and I thou ght I had go* it 
su re, bu t it was only rock s thrown 
u p by the explosion. 
Finally, I was able to stand u p. So 
I slu ng ray rifle over one shou lder 
and got Phillippe Pierre u p on the 
other, with his body from the waist 


The other garby 
was 
cheerfu l, 
when he was not ask ing for water, 
bu t you cou ld see that he was going 
ast. So we sat there in the hole and 
he died. Shortly afterw ard, the fire 
lu ck ened a little, and I got ou t and 
started toward ou r lines. 
Bu t I re­ 
membered abou t the other wou nded 
man I had passed when I was carry- 
ng Phillippe Pierre, so 
1 
began 
hu nting for him and after a long 
time T fou nd him. He was still alive. 
His chest was all smashed in and he 
was badly cu t u p arou nd the neck 
and shou lders. 
I pick ed him u p and 
started 
back , bu t 
ran 
into 
some 
barbed wire and had to go arou nd, 
was pretty tired by this time and 
awfu lly thirsty, and I thou ght if 
did not rest a little bit, I cou ld never 
mak e it. I was so tired and nervou s 
that I did not care mu ch whethei 
I did get hack or not, and the wou n­ 
ded garby was groaning all the time. 
So when I thou ght the shells were 
coming pretty thick again. I got into 
a shell hole, and it was the same one 
I had left not long before. The dead 
garby was there ju st as I had left 
him. 


The wou nded one was bleeding all 
over, 
and 
my clothes were 
ju st 
soak ed with blood from the three 
men, bu t most of all from him. There 
was some of my own blood on me, 
too, for when 1 was k nock ed down 
by the shell, my nose bled and k ept 
on bleeding for a long time, bu t, ot 
cou rse, that was nothing compared 
to the* bleeding of the others. 
The worst of all was that he k ept 
groaning for water, and it made me 
thirstier than i had been, ever. Bu t 
there was not a drop of water any ­ 
where, and I k new there was no u se 
searching any bodies for llasiis. 
So 
we ju st had to stick it ou t. 
Pretty 
soon the wou nded man qu it groan­ 
ing and was qu iet, and I k new he 
was going to die, too. 
It made me 
mad to think that I had not been ol 
may u se in carrying these two men 
arou nd, bu t if I had gone on 
either of them, it wou ld have 
ju st the same— they 
wou ld 
died, and probably 1 wou ld have got 
it, too. 
When I figu red it ou t this 
way, I qu it worrying abou t it. onl> 
I wished the fire wou ld let u p. 
Ho the other man died, and t he n 
were two of them in the hole. I read 
the nu m bers on their indentification 
discs when the shells hu rst near 
enou gh so that 1 cou ld see them, and 
after a while, got back to ou r lines 
and rolled in. 1 cou ld not remember 
the nu mbers or the nam es by that 
time, bu t a work ing party got them, 
along with others, so It was all right. 
My clothes were a mess, as T have 
said, and I was so tired I thou ght I 
cou ld sleep for a week , bu t 1 cou ld 
not stand it in my clothes any longer. 
It was absolu tely against the regu ­ 
lations, bu t I took off all ray clothes 
— the blood had soak ed in to the 
sj{in— and wrapped myself in noth­ 
ing bu t air and went right to sleep, 
i did not sleep very well, bu t 
u p every once in a 
while, 
thou ght I was in the hole again.

fro m th e o th er side, o r priso ners cap­ 
tured in th e war.—Melbo urne Age.

To a mo use a bundle o f paper mo ney 
is simply an invitatio n to build a nest. 
No t lo ng ago wh en th e appraisers were 
go ing th ro ugh th e tumble-do wn h o use

a family o f mice living in a nest o f 
bank no tes wo rth $2,000. 
Th at nest in 
th e actual quality o f its building m a­ 
terial wo uld be h ard to beat; but th e 
diamo nd ring fo und in th e nest o f 
a jackdaw so me years ago . and almo st 
miraculo usly resto red to its disco nso ­ 
late o wner after six mo nth s’ lo ss, was 
valued at $50,000, th us making th at 
nest quite a treasure tro ve.

tween 4.000 and 0,000 feet. Tin* nega­ 
tive current Is taken fro m th e earth by 
means o f u terminal wh ich is well 
gro unded.

Pro gress to day is pro pelled by gaso ­ 
line. 
Th e mo dern and th e better way 
to do It is h y mo to r. 
No t o nly is th e 
mo to r veh icle 
h elping

superio r 
speed and endurance, h elping to so lve 
th e transpo rtatio n pro blem, but it is 
o f real h elp with th e fo o d pro blem. 
Because th e mo to r requires n*> tilled 
land fo r its suppo rt and because tilled 
land is needed to raise fo o d fo r h u­ 
mans, we h ave a patrio tic urge to use 
th e mo to r wh erever po ssible in carry­ 
ing o n th e wo rk o f th e wo rld.
